Applicants' amendments to independent claims 1, 8 and 18, and to claims 5 and 17, raise new issues requiring further consideration. 
Moreover, issues of new matter and indefiniteness are raised by the amendments. Moore et al. ('041) appears to disclose a PSTN-based 
teleconferencing system, and a profile database for designating language preferences and preferences for synthesized speech. However, 
even considering the drawings, it is not clear whether Applicants have support in the originally-filed Specification for the limitation of "a 
PSTN-based teleconferencing system". Nor is the term "directly", as describing the coupling between the teleconferencing system and 
the instant messaging system, disclosed by Applicants' originally-filed Specification. Furthermore, the term "directly" is indefinite, because 
it is unclear what exactly is being excluded by making the coupling direct, and Applicants are predicating patentability by attempting to 
distinguish over Moore et al. ('041) solely on the basis of that term. 
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
